PREFACE 


THIS IS THE FIRST AND ONLY OAK REPORT ON MISSION 1835-2 
AND. PROVIDES INFORMATION ON THOSE COMMITTEE ON OVERHEAD 
RECONNAISSANCE (COMOR) TARGETS OBSERVED ON THE PHOTOGRAPHY. 


TARGETS ARE ARRANGED IN THE OAK BY SUBJECT AND WITHIN EACH 
SUBJECT BY COMOR TARGET NUMBER. TARGETS OF OPPORTUNITY OBSERVED 
DURING THE OAK REPORTING PERIOD ARE LISTED NUMERICALLY UNDER THE 
APPROPRIATE SUBJECT AFTER THE LISTING OF COMOR TARGETS. 
LOCATIONS OF TARGETS IN THIS REPORT ARE INDICATED BY THE 

COUNTRY CODE PRECEDING THE COORDINATES. 


SELECTED PHOTOGRAPHIC REFERENCES FOLLOW THE DESCRIPTION OF THE 


TARGET. PASS NUMBERS ARE SUFFIXED WITH EITHER AN A FOR ASCENDING 
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{ SOUTH-TO-NORTH)s D FOR DESCENDING (NORTH-TO-SOUTH) OR M FOR A MIXED
